observed by astronomers in different 
parts of the globe.

These transits were looked upon as 
of vast importance by scientists, as 
affording data for estimating the 
true distance of the sun from the 
earth.

over the existing-deterioration of the mail service . The one depart- 
ment of the Federal government -bar is of the greatest and most di- 
rect value to the people has retrograded in the last few years to <i far 
greater extent than the public has fully realized.

movemnt to reach the people earlier and ofteuer f 


The postal service today has developed into a secret service—that 


is, the aim of the department from the top down is to censor, not to 
serve the people—the aim is not to enlarge the mail service, but to see 
where it can be curtailed and when. 


The postal policy in vogue today seeks 10 curtail the mail privi- 


leges of the people. One never hears of efforts to learn the ever 
growing needs of the people, or a friendly disposition to meet them. 


The postoffk-e department from top to bottom is developing c-old 


storage. The mail service is suspended now and then to increase the 
vacations of the postal men. when the number of employes should be 
enlareed so as to insure the people unbroken service. 


The faithful postal service men should not be imposed upon by 


additional burdens, and this need not be done. This government is 
abundantly able to employ enough competent men in the mail ser- 
vice to meet every need of the people and give them the best accom- 
modation possible. And the compensation of faithful postal employes 
who devote their whole lives to the service should not be niggardly. 


The government owes it to the people to give them ample pro- 


vision for a continuous service so that they can get their mail 3G5 


j days in the year, not excepting the Sabbath and holidays, when the 
working men and women have spare moments to call for it. 


There should be an enlargement of rural free delivery wherever 


it is praetic-al. and a more extensive use of interurban lines which 
can carry the mails more directly to destinations than at present. 
Under the new Democratic administration the energies of the new 
postal management should be so liberalized and popularized that this 
department of the Government would mean something to the people.

Moreover, the curse of toil is 
lifting; less sweat of face is required 
to earn our daily bread; consequently 
•we have more time at our disposal 
•wherein to ascertain the things freely 
given unto us of God through His 
Word. And what beautiful and con- 
venient Bibles we possess, with clear 
print, marginal references, concor- 
dances, helps, etc.! God be praised 
for such privileges! 


Bible students are learning to use 


these mercies and are being blessed 
In their use. 
The Bible is being 


studied as never before, and being al- 
lowed to interpret itself, one passage 
throwing light upon another. 
This, 


evidently, was the Divine design. But 
in addition to all this, we have the 
thought that now is God's "due time" 
to grant blessings and enlightenment 
to the world along secular lines. " All 
this enlightenment is coming, we be- 
Jieve, because we are in the dawning 
of a New Dispensation, which shortly 
is to bring more wonderful things.
